SESSION ABOARD PLANE BETWEEN LIBREVILLE AND MAPUTO. ANDY 
DESCRIBED U.S. CONFERENCE OBJECTIVES TO TRAVELING PRESS, 

DISCUSSED TACTICAL CHALLENGES OF THE SITUATION AND 

OUTLINED HIS INTENDED MANNER OF DEALING WITH THEM. IT 

SOUNDED MUCH LIKE WHAT ANDY SAID IN GROUP MEETING WITH 

THE VICE PRESIDENT IN LISBON AND FOLLOWED LINE OF LAKEBACKGROUNDER 

IN WASHINGTON. ANDY WAS FAIRLY CANDID IN DESCRIBING THE 

SENSITIVITIES ON VARIOUS SIDES: THE 

RADICALS, NATIONALISTS AND OUR ALLIES. ON NAMIBIA HE 
SAID THE RESULTS OF THE FIRST ROUND WITH THE CONTACT 
GROUP WERE POSITIVE. 

5. THE AIRPLANE TO JOHANNESBURG ISSUE IS UNRESOLVED AS 
FAR AS WE KNOW. AS YET HAVE RECEIVED NO FURTHER WORD. 
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ANDY FEELS THAT HE SHOULD NOT USE OPPENHEIMER PLANE AND 
VICE PRESIDENT SAID IN LISBON THA HE THOUGHT SUCH 
USE WOULD BE "IMPROPER." YOU WILL ALSO HAVE NOTED FROM 
CABLES THAT OPPENHEIMER REPS NOW SAY THEY ASSUME TRAVEL 
BEING HANDLED BY EMBASSY. I AM SENDING AN INQUIRY ON 
THIS SUBJECT THROUGH NORMAL CHANNELS SO MY COLLEAGUES 
CAN SEE ACTIVITY.
